Then a wild cheer went up for the winner, and Demp- 
scy was carried to his corner by McAuliffe, and when 
his senses returned a half minute liter, he wept likea 
child. 

During the carly part of the week delegation after 
delegation from almost every city in the Union had 
continued to arrive, and the hotels and private board- 
ing houses were crowded to their utmost capacity. It 
was impossible to poke one’s head out of doors with- 
out meeting some world-known sporting man. Such 
excitement in the sporting world has not existed in 
New Orleans since the memorable contest between 
Sullivan and Kilrain, on July 8, 1888, when the Cres- 
cent City was the centre of attraction and the point of 
departure for the fleld at Richburg, Miss.

Two days later the 
Olympic Club, of New Orleans, offered $500 mure. 
The Puritan Club raised the amount at this juncture 
to $5,500. This offer stood for some time and Demp- 
sey declared that he was perfectly satistied to box uu- 
der these conditions. Jimmy Carrol, the Eght-weicht, 
who was then, as he is now, looking after Fitzsime ! 
mons’s interest, said that his man would not mect 
Dempsey in the East. Notwithstandizg this declara- 
tion of Garroll’s, the bidding went on and gradually 
the puftse offered reached $7,500. this sum being 
named by both the Olympic and Puritan clubs. 

At about this time the prosperous Southern organi- 
zation sent to this city R. M. Frank, with instructions 
to sccure Dempscy’s rizniture to articles of azree- 
ment, even if $10,000 had to be offered.

Frank, during a stay of many weeks in this city, had 
many interviews with Dempsey, who did not appcar 
to be ina great hurry to close the arrangements until 
all the bits were in.

As | 
soon as the Puritan’s directors heard of the $10,000 
offer they tacked on an additional $500 and a few | 
days afterwar. this offer was increased to $12,000.
